. There is in a circumſtance which, however trivial i it may 
appear t to ſome, is not unworthy the attention of an hoſpital-phy- 
ſician; that is, to learn che diſpoſitions. of the different nurſes. 
While one, from a natural impatience, can hardly tolerate the ca- 
price of patients, whoſe bodies, as well as minds, are debilitated 
i by the force of diſeaſe; another, too ſympathizing, may be diſ- 
Poſed to palliate faults of patients, which ought to be reported to 
the phyſician or ſurgeon.
